LIBRARY. 


EDITOB JOURNAL:—In yonr issue 


of this morning I read an article 
signed "A Paying Member," finding 
fault at the actions of the Reno 
Library and Social Club at their 
meeting on last Monday eve. 
Hav- 


ing the honor of being one of the 
founders of this institution, one of 
the committee on drafting the Con' 
etitution and By-laws, and having 
attended all of its meetings, I would 
like to express my views on the sub 
ject. 
In the first place "Paying 


Member" says the library was started 
as a public institution, to which I 
beg to differ with him, although the 
intentions of its founders were to 
make it such, should the citizens of 
Reno stand in. 
In the latter part 


of the preamble of the clnb I find it 
says "And we do hereby organize 
ourselves into an association to be 
known as the Reno Library and 
Social Club for the purpose of main- 
taining a Reading Room and Li- 
brary." 
There is nothing in the 


above article which says it is a pub 
lie institution. The Club now num- 
bers some 20C members. 
About 50 


have paid their dues regularly. The 
running expenses of the Club are in 
Ihe vicinity of 375 per month. 
At 


50 cents per month as dues, it c 
easily be seen what pause the Club 
had in taking the action they did. 
On last May the Club were in debt 
some S175. An assessment of $2 was 
levied which -was paid by the same 
few members who have been paying 
their dues. 
Six hundred dollars are 


now standing out for dues and 
sessments, and the said delinquents 
have been enjoying the same privil- 
eges as paying members. 
These de- 


linquents have been 
notified 
by 


postal cards and through the press 
several times of their indebtedness, 
and although according to the Con- 
stitution and By-laws they were 
liable to expulsion, the Clnb acted 
as leniently ns possible. In {every 
society members refusing to pay 
their dues aro eventually refused 
admittance. 
The few members who 


have borne all the burdens feel 
justified in closing the doors to those 
who refuse paying their dues. ' 'Pay- 
ing Member" also says give more 
balls if necessary. 
It is a very easy 


matter to give a ball and quite an- 
other important matter to make it 
pay. Out of the number of parties 
given by the Club three have been 
a financial snc-cesa. 
The profits of 


these, some $400, have been expen- 
ded in improving the rooms. 
The 


Founders desire to have the rooms 
open for the pnblic and particularly 
to strangers, and until the members 
see fit to pay their dues and assess- 
ments, the rooms will have to be 
closed to the exclusive use of mem- 
bers of good standing only.
